Re: Enforcement Discretion for Hillsborough and Pinellas Counties, Florida

Dear Mr. Bedwell;

I am writing in response to the request of your staff that the United States Environmental
Protection Agency (EPA) take appropriate actions regarding the volatility requirements that
apply to gasoline sold in Hillsborough and Pinellas Counties, Florida, to address the gasoline
shortages being experienced in those counties as a direct result of Hurricane Charley. As you
know, under Clean Air Act (CAA) section 211(h), 42 U.S.C. § 7545(h), and the regulations
promulgated thereunder at 40 C.F.R. Part 80, the gasoline sold in Hillsborough and Pinellas
Counties, Florida, is required have a Reid vapor pressure (RVP) of no more than 7.8 pounds per
square inch (psi) during the high ozone season. In the case of retail outlets, this volatility
standard must be met during the period June 1 through September 15 each year,

Because of the current shortage of gasoline meeting the 7.8 psi RVP standard, EPA will
exercise its enforcement discretion to temporarily allow regulated parties to supply gasoline
meeting a RVP standard of 9.0 psi in Hillsborough and Pinellas Counties, Florida. This exercise
of enforcement discretion is effective immediately and will continue until midnight on Friday,
August 27, 2004. However, retail outlets or wholesale purchaser-consumers that receive 9.0 psi
gasoline under the terms of this waiver may continue selling or dispensing this gasoline after
August 27, 2004, until their supples are depleted. 1f the shortage is expected to continue past
August 27, 2004, we should be provided with forty-eight hours notice.

To the extent practicable, regulated parties must take all reasonable steps to provide
compliant gasoline to these ozone non-attainment areas. If a regulated party elects to supply
9.0 psi gasoline to retail outlets or wholesale facilities in Hillsborough and Pinellas Counties
under this letter, the party must submit a written report to EPA by no later than October 31, 2004,
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which indicates the total volume of 9.0 psi gasoline supplied to these retailers and wholesale
facilities on a per day basis. These reports must be sent to the following address:
